By the law as it now stands these 
lists have to be revised annually, 
the statutory périod of revision ex- 
tending from the Ist of April until 
the Ist of July. 

A Proclamation will be issued 
showing the time, dates and places 
where the Registrar will sit after 
het 16th of May for the purpose of 
revising these lists and electors. All 
interested parties are unged to in- 
spect the lists and take the proper 
steps to have thelr names added or 
names improperly included therein 
struck off. 

Voters whose names were in- 
cluded in the lists on last year's reg- 
istration are urged to make applica- 
tion to the Registrar when sitting in 
the proper Revisal District. 

It is also to be noted that any ap- 
plication for deletions of names from 
the printed list by reason of death, 
removal or Other cause must be 
made to the Registrar in writing 
during the month of April. Such 
application may be made only by a 
qualified elector in the month of 
April, The person objected to is then 
given notice by the Registrar as to 
the time and place where the appli- 
will be heard and at that time the 
Registrar will dispose of the appli- 
cation while sitting as a Court of Re- 
vision.

CEEDS ALL ANTICIPA

much more libera] terms than the or- 
iginal draft, according to information 
received by. the Mail. 

It is understod that the settlers 
will pay nothing for the project and 
inaddition will be given a cash grant 
of a substantial amount by the comr 
pany to cover operations over the 
first two years. 

The company will maintain all 
bridges over its right of way and 
agreement has been reached. regard- 
ing possible damage from seephige 
on company property. 

Thus {it will be seen that the new 
agreement is pretty well in accord- 
ance with the views of a dissentient 
group of settlers. 

The Government of Alberta has to 
ratify the agreement and it {s under- 
stood that legislation providing for 
this ratification has been prepared 
and will be shortly placed before the 
legislative assembly. 

The settlers’ committee is highly 
pleased with the arrangements ar- 
rived and anticipate a complete 
“new deal" for the settlers of the 
irrigation block, 

The original plan was for the set- 
tles to pay $25,000 a year f or 20 
years. Under the new plan, ag out- 
lined above, nothing will be paid.

A few changes” are being 
made in the Farmers. Creditors’ -Ar- 
rangement Act. There are about 782,- 
000 farmers {n Canada and, in the 
few months since this Act was pro- 
claimed, more than 7,000 have applied 
to have their indebtedness written 
down, I asked the Minister about the 
position of the Preferred Creditor, {.e. 
the creditor or company that had a 
secured claim against the assets of 
any farmer who had applied to come 
under this Act. He said the Court of 
Review certainly had the power to 
cut down his claim. The Board could 
reduce a first mortgage or make any 
arrangement they saw fit regarding 
taxeg Or Other debts. A farmer who 
wishes have his debts adjusted 
must first apply to the Commissioner 
and there is one appointed in every 
Judicia] District. Then a meet.ng is 
arranged of the creditorg and the 
whole situation as regards the farm- 
er’s assets, liabilities, prospects and 
record is set forth. If a settlement 
can be arranged that is the end of it 
for the time. If an agreement cannot 
be the members of the 
Board of Review examine the case 
und they have wide powers and their 
decision is final. As a complement to 
this act there is the Farm Loan Act. 
It may not always work out but it 
is in a general Way anticipated that

The proposition entailing the taking over by the settlers of 
the eastern irrigation block from the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way has reached the stage at which the approval of the legis- 
lative assembly is requird. As far as can be ascertained the 
issues in dispute between the company and the settlers’ com- 
mittee have been amicably settled. 

As has been pointed out repeatedly in these columns an 
agreement which will provide for the operation of the land 


and water system by the farmers for the benefit of themselves | 


and families is one that is desirable, but the settlers have be- 


fore them a task of no small magnitude, if and when the pro- | 


posal receives the legislature's approval, 

The system will have to be operated.

ASSOCIATION.

The question is often Asked, espec- 
jally by rural people: What is the 
Parent-Teacher Association, or as it 
is now known, the Home and School 
Association? 


It is one of the most far-reaching 
educational movements df the pres- 
ent time, It is an international of 
ganization of parents and teachers 
for child study and welfare, Its pur- 
pose is to reach every home and par- 
ent and open tothem the opportunt- 
tles for the best information obtain- 
able on good home-making and child 
training. It meang you should form 
a local organization in your commun. 
ity, in your own sehoo district. You 
and your teacher should co-operate 
for the benefit of your children. 

The home is the greatest school of 
all. Here the child learns his first 
lessons in amusement and obedience. 
Teach your child to respect others 
and to obey, and you will have gone 
a long way toward lightening the 
burden of the teacher if you do so. 

Our public sehools have a large 
share in training our children and we 
must demand teachers of high Ideals. 
It takes more than book education 
to prepare our boys and girls to go 
out and take their places with the 
workers of the world. The right kind 
of teacher is a great inspiration to 
them. They must be taught to do 
things well and effectively. The habit 
of methodical work ig the basis of 
all ethics and to make good men and 
women, trainng should begin early. 
Formation is better than reforma. 
tion. We must teach them the value 
of occupation, of thrift, of honesty, 
of health and to resist temptation. 

In most all vocations there is in- 
training—the farmer, the 
business man or woman ete. are 
trained for thelr work. But in the 
greatest vocation of all pitifully little 
has been done, Let the coming Cana 
dian mothers now in our schools be 
shown their great opportunity and be 
prepared for it. When practical 
house wifery, cookery and care of 
babies are a part of the curriculum 
of every school, then the mother 
may be trusted to look after her own 
children in her own way. Most school 
girls leave school knowing little or 
nothing of home-craft, cooking or 
principles of health. 

Of course we do not expect to keep 
our boys’and girls with us always, 
and when they do go out to fight 
their own battles of life, they should 
be well equipped. I do not mean finan- 
cially alone, but they should have 
been taught honesty, courage and 
thrift and the value of cleanliness in 
both body and mind. 
what We make it. 

It is a pity that more rural people 
do not organize Home and School 
Associations in their schools. The 
Provincial H.S.A. stands ready to 
assist you at any time. 

We parents should’ educate our- 
selves to help educate our children, 
and their is no better way than to 
fom study groups.
